Note. — By attention to the following instructions, you will often avoid 
errors and unnecessary delays : 



Orders for Door Frames.— Should state if for Frame or Brick 
Buildings, giving thickness of Wall or Studding, and if for Outside or 
Inside Doors, also if Sills are required, and whether Casings are to be 
made plain or moulded. 

Orders for Window Frames.— Should state if for Frame or 
Brick Buildings, thickness of Wall or Studding, whether plain or moulded 
Casings, thickness of Sash and Blinds, and if Sash are to be plain, or hung 
with Weights. 

Orders for Sash —Should state the number of Lights, and Size 
of Glass in a Window, thickness of Sash, if plain or check rail, and if 
Glazed or Unglazed. For Segment Head Sash, give radius of Segment, 
otherwise the regular Mill radius, which is the width of the Sash, will be 
made. In ordering Circle or Segment Head Sash, always state whether 
they are wanted to finish Circle, or Segment, inside and outside, same as 
designs Nos. 250 and 252 on page 98, or Circle, or Segment on glass line, 
and square on top, as designs Nos. 249 and 251 on same page; also where 
Frames are made, give height and width in clear, thickness, and if to be hung 
with Weights. 

Orders for Outside Blinds.— Should state size of Glass, and 
number of Lights in a Window, thickness of Blinds, whether full roUirig, 
half rolling or stationary slats, and if Segment head, give radius of 
Segment. 



Orders for Door Blinds. — Should give exact Height, Width 
and Thickness, whether Stationary or Rolling slats, and ALWAYS STATE 
if a panel, or slats, are required below the lock rail. 

Orders for Inside Blinds. — Should state exact Height and 
Width required, number of Folds (width of box if any), and if panels, or 
slats. We make all inside Blinds i ^ inches thick unless otherwise ordered. 

Orders for Doors. — Should state Size and Thickness, number of 
Panels, if Plain O, G. Doors, or raised or sunk mouldings on one, or both 
sides, also if Raised or Flat Panels.
